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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's response, on January 7, 2008, to the Action on the Merits of this case mailed 
October 16, 2007, is acknowledged. It is acknowledged that Applicants have cancelled Claims 8 
and 10 and amended Claims 1-4, 9, 1 1-14, 16, 19, and 20. Claims 1-7, 9, and 1 1-20 are pending. 
Claims 5-7, 17, and 18 were previously withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Claims 1-4, 9, 11-16, 19, and 20 are hereby reconsidered. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to Applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Rejoinder 

Restriction of Claims 5-7, 17, and 18 is withdrawn. 

Claims 

For Claim 1, line 3, replace -wherein- with - wherein the non-modified mevalonate 
kinase is a naturally occurring fungal or bacterial mevalonate kinase,-. 

For Claim 20, line 5, replace -inhibition;- with - inhibition, wherein the first mevalonate 
kinase is a naturally occurring fungal or bacterial mevalonate kinase;-. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Charles Avigliano on March 24, 2008. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7, 9, and 11-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
All allowable claims, Claims 1-7, 9, and 1 1-20, are limited to an isolated modified 
mevalonate kinase protein derived from any naturally occurring fungal or bacterial mevalonate 
kinase, wherein the modified mevalonate kinase has at least 95% identity to SEQ ID NO: 1 and 
has a mutation at the residue corresponding to He 17 of SEQ ID NO: 1 . The utility of said proteins 
as having mevalonate kinase activity is credible based on expression of variants of SEQ ID NO: 
1 in heterologous host cells and analysis by an enzymatic assay (Table 1). Moreover, modified 
mevalonate kinases having a mutation at the residue corresponding to He 17 of SEQ ID NO: 1 
have an unexpected and advantageous reduction in feedback inhibition (Table 1). Mevalonate 
kinases have real-world utility in the production of isoprenoid compounds such as ubiquinone- 
10, heme, dolichol, and cholesterol, as well as farnesyl and geranylgeranyl groups (Houten et al, 
2000; IDS). Therefore, the encompassed modified mevalonate kinases have a specific and 
substantial, patentable utility.
